RATING HOW THE SERIALS RATE

A REBUTTAL TO CHUCK McCLEARY'S HIGHLY CONTROVERSIAL ARTICLES FROM ISSUES 4 8 5 
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Flash Gordon's Trip To Mars 
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Last issue Mr. Chuck McCleary was allowed to write the se- 
cond installment of his outrageous series “HOW THE 
SERIALS RATE.” The article was published without the 
least bit explanation as to “WHY?” Mr. McCleary feels the 
way he does about the serials. Besides his errors in judgement 
on how one goes about deciding which serials transcend the 
years in order to become the top five, there are three instances 
where I find Mr. McCleary's choices to be very suspect. | am 
speaking of “THE GREEN НОКМЕТ” (1940) SUPERMAN 
(1948) and ATOM MAN VS. SUPERMAN (1950). I feel this 
way because they have not been seen since their initial release. 
However, assuming Mr. McCleary has seen the serials, gives 
us no reasons as to why he feels the above serials are the finest 
for those years. So, for what it is worth, 1 am throwing in the 
gauntlet and am challenging my views against Mr. 
McCleary's. 

In 1936 Chuck has rated “FLASH GORDON” as the best 
serial for that year. This chapterplay shall not be challenged. 
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However, | will, and do take offense to Chuck's choice of 
"THE CLUTCHING HAND” as the fifth best serial of 
1936. 

I recently viewed the entire serial and it is very dismal. Ac- 
tion is almost non-existant. Music is typically mundane Lee 
Zahler which he had the nerve to reuse in ''THE SHADOW 
(1940). The plot is jumbled and confusing. Chuck has forgot- 
ten to at least give honorable mention to some 1936 serials as 
UNDERSEA KINGDOM, DARKEST AFRICA and 
ROBINSOE CRUSOE ON CLIPPER ISLAND. 

From now on I will only discuss the most outrageous ex- 
amples of bad ratings and faulty judgement or I'll continue 
for the rest of this issue. In 1937 ZORRO RIDES AGAIN is 
nowhere to be found. In 1938 one of the finest Columbia 
serials, THE SPIDER'S WEB is not among the top five. Yet 
Chuck rates FLASH GORDON'S TRIP TO MARS. I may be 
treading on dangerous ground, but I feel this serial is over- 
rated. It was cheaply produced and does not stand up well 
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under the test of time. THE SPIDER in opposition had fine 
action, well done stunts, а superb musical score, and sustains 
a great pace throughout. 1939 finds Mr. Cleary’s biggest, and 
just plain bad choices. This is by rating OVERLAND WITH 
KIT CARSON above ZORRO'S FIGHTING LEGION. I've 
seen both and there is no comparison. To rate OVERLAND 
above ZORRO is absurd. 

To drive a final nail into “HOW THE SERIALS КАТЕ” 
coffin, I will cite a final and probably one of the most obscene 
ratings in the entire article. No, it isn't rating SPY 
SMASHER (which Mr. McCleary rated as most disappoin- 
ting serial in his first article) #5 of 1942 below 
GANGBUSTERS. Nor is it omitting MASKED MARVEL in 
1943 and placing BATMAN AND ROBIN (one of my per- 
sonal favorites) number one in 1949 and listing KING OF 
THE ROCKETMEN, probably the final great Republic 
serial, number five. It is the year 1944 that bothers me. So, get 
out your last issue of SERIAL WORLD, that’s it, I'll wait. 
O.K. — It is not TIGER WOMAN, HAUNTED HARBOR 
or ZORRO'S BLACK WHIP. No argument here. But the 
listings that made me boil were of THE GREAT ALASKAN 
MYSTERY and MYSTERY OF THE RIVERBOAT (both of 
which 1 have seen — ugh) as 4 and S. This is a crime 
punishable by forcing Chuck to watch both epics back to 
back and straight through. And Chuck left out CAPTAIN 
AMERICA to rate these??? 

I hope this puts an end to the wild ravings and ratings of 
Mr. Chuck McCleary. I do admit that everyone has different 
tastes and opinions, however, Chuck has gone too far. 
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COMIC HEROES ON THE SCREEN

Many of the better serials produced between 1934 and 1952 
dealt with the exploits of heroes and heroines originally 
created in either newspaper comic strips or comic books. The 
first of these serials was “Tailspin Tommy,’’ released by 
Universal in 1934 and based on the comic strip created in the 
late twenties by Hal Forrest. Forrest's young hero returned to 
the serial screen the following year in Universal’s ‘‘Tailspin 
Tommy In the Great Air Mystery.“ Maurice Murphy starred 
as Tommy in the first serial and Clark Williams replaced him 
in the sequel. 

Alex Raymond’s famous ““Flash Gordon”” strip made its 
screen debut in 1936 in Universal's serial of the same name. 
Buster Crabbe was perfectly cast as Flash and Charles Mid- 
dleton was excellent as his adversary, Ming the Merciless. 
Universal's reigning serial queen, Jean Rogers portrayed Dale 
Arden and Frank Shannon was Dr. Zarkoff. Raymond's strip 
had been extremely popular since it first appeared on January 
7, 1934, and the serial equalled the comic strip in popularity. 
The serial remained quite faithful in concept to the strip and 
made use of most of its characters and situations. 

A serial as successful as '*Flash Gordon’’ called for a sequel 
and Universal delivered two of them, ‘‘Flash Gordon's Trip 
To Mars" in 1938 and “Flash Gordon Conquers the 
Universe”” in 1940. The only change in the casting of the four 
principal characters was that Carol Hughes replaced Jean 
Rogers as Dale Arden in the third serial. 

“Асе Drummond” starring John King and based on the 
comic strip created by the world famous aviator, Captain Ed- 
die Rickenbacker was also brought to the screen by Universal 
in 1936. 


Universal brought four comic strips to the screen in 1937, 
Jungle Jim'” starring Grant Withers and based on another 


Alex Raymond strip; Radio Patrol," also starring Withers 
and based on Eddie Sullivan and Charlie Schmidt’s 
newspaper strip; “Tim Tyler's Luck’’ starring Frankie 
Thomas and based on the strip created by Lyman Young and 
““Secret Agent X-9”” starring Scott Kolk and based on another 
Alex Raymond strip. All four of these strips were owned by 
King Features. 

Republic produced their first serial based on a comic strip 
in 1937, Dick Tracy” which starred Ralph Byrd as Chester 
Gould's famous police detective. Gould's strip first appeared 
on October 4, 1931, and was the most popular detective strip 
ever published. A large part of the success of the serial can be 
credited to Byrd who made an excellent Tracy. 

Three very successful sequels were later released, ''Dick 
Tracy Returns" in 1938, ““Dick Tracy's G-Men”” in 1939 and 
“Dick Tracy Vs. Crime, Inc.“ in 1941. Ralph Byrd portrayed 
Dick Tracy in all of these serials. 

The Lone Ranger,“ released by Republic in 1938 and star- 
ring Lee Powell was best known as a radio show which had 
begun on January 30, 1933. However, the tremendous 
popularity of the western hero later initiated both newspaper 
comic strips and comic books. 

A sequel, ‘‘The Lone Ranger Rides Араш,” this time starr- 
ing Robert Livingston was releaesd in 1939. Chief 
Thundercloud portrayed Tonto in both serials. 

**Red Barry” starring Buster Crabbe as Will Gould's police 
detective hero was released by Universal in 1938. This serial 
was also based on a popular King Features newspaper strip. 

Buster Crabbe portrayed another comic strip hero in 1939 
in Universal's ““Buck Rogers,”” based on the popular science 
fiction comic strip hero created by Phil Nowlan and Dick 
Calkins which first appeared on January 7, 1929.

Mandrake the Magician” was the first Columbia serial 
based on a comic strip hero. Warren Hull, who one year 
earlier had portrayed the pulp magazine hero, The Spider, 
was cast as Phil Davis and Lee Falk’s tuxedo clad magician. 

Republic released two serials in 1940 based on comic strips, 
** Adventures of Red Ryder” starring Don ‘‘Red’’ Barry and 
based on the very popular newspaper strip created by Stephen 
Slesinger and Fred Harman and “King of the Royal 
Mounted" starring Allan Lane and based on the Zane Grey 
created newspaper hero which first appeared on February 17, 
1935. 

Two years later, Republic released a sequel to ““King of the 
Royal Mounted,” this time called “Кіпр of the Mounties” 
and again starring Allan Lane. 

1940 saw Columbia bring Milton Caniff's great “Теггу and 
the Pirates”? comic strip to the screen. The serial, based on the 
strip which first appeared on October 22, 1934, starred 
William Tracy as Terry and Granville Owens as his pal, Pat 
Ryan. 

Columbia also released “The Shadow’’ starring Victory 
Jory in 1940. Maxwell Grant's invisible detective hero was 
better known as a pulp magazine and radio hero than for his 
comic book exploits although a long run of monthly publish- 
ed Shadow comic books first appeared in March, 1940.

The same may be said of Universal’s two 1940 serials, ‘‘The 
Green Hornet” and “The Green Hornet Strikes Again.“ The 
Green Hornet was another extremely popular radio show 
although a long run of Green Hornet comic books first ap- 
peared in December, 1940. Gordon and Jones portrayed the 
newspaper publisher turned crime fighter in the first serial 
and Warren Hull took over in the sequel. 

1941 saw the release of the first serial based on a comic 
book rather than comic strip hero, Republic's Adventures of 
Captain Marvel” starring Tom Tyler as Captain Marvel and 
Frank Coghlan, Jr. as Billy Batson. Captain Marvel made his 
first comic book appearance in the February 1940 issue of 
Whiz Comics. He also appeared in Captain Marvel Adven- 
tures and America's Greatest Comics, all published by 
Fawcett Publications. 

The following year, Universal released the sequel, “Don 
Winslow of the Coast Guard,”” also starring Don Terry and 
Walter Sande. Both serials had Winslow battling his tradi- 
tional enemy, The Scorpion. 

In 1942, Columbia released “Captain Midnight,’’ based on 
the radio hero who by that time was also appearing in 
newspaper strips and Captain Midnight Comics. Dave 
O'Brien starred as Captain Midnight. 

1943 saw Columbia release two more serials based on comic 
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characters, The Phantom” starring Tom Tyler and “Ва!- 
man” starring Lewis Wilson as Batman and Douglas Croft as 
Robin, the Boy Wonder. “Тһе Phantom’’ was based on the 


newspaper strip by Lee Falk and Ray Moore, while 
““Batman,”” of course, was based on Bob Kane’s famous com- 
ic book character which first appeared in Detective Comics 
#27 (May, 1939). 

Columbia released a second Batman serial six years later in 
1949, Batman and Robin.“ Robert Lowery appeared as Bat- 
man and Johnny Duncan as Robin. In addition to Detective 
Comics, Batman appeared in Batman Comics and World's 
Finest Comics. 

**Captain America’’ starring Dick Purcell was produced by 
Republic in 1943 was the last serial the studio ever made based 
on the adventures of a comic character. Captain America 
began as a comic book hero in Captain America Comics #1 
(March, 1941) and also appeared in All- Winners Comics, All- 
Select Comics and occasionally in various other Timely Com- 
ics publications. 

In 1943, Universal released “The Adventures of Smilin’ 
Jack’’ starring Tom Brown and based on Zack Mosley's great 
comic strip. Like many other heroes of this period, Smilin' 
Jack also appeared in his own comic book. 

A second ''Secret Agent X-9 serial, this time starring 
Lloyd Bridges, was released by Uniyersal in 1945 and saw 
Alex Raymond's comic hero battling the Japanese in the 
Pacific. And with this serial, Universal discontinued the use 
of comic characters as it approached its final year of serial 
production. 


This left Columbia as the only studio using comic 
characters in their serials. 1945 saw the release of ‘‘Brenda 
Starr, Reporter" starring Joan Woodbury and Kane Rich- 
mond and based on Dale Messick's newspaper strip. 

Columbia released two serials based on comic characters in 
1946, “Нор Нагпрап” starring William Bakewell based on 
the comic book character which first appeared in All 
American Comics #1 (March, 1939), and ''Chick Carter, 
Detective”” starring Lyle Talbot and based on the character 
appearing in Shadow Comics. Both characters were also 
popular radio shows in addition to their comic book ap- 
pearances. 

In 1947, Columbia released ““The Vigilante”” starring Ralph 
Byrd and based on the comic book hero who first appeared in 
Action Comics #42 (November, 1941). The Vigilante was a 
modern day western hero, complete with a motorcycle and 
lariat. His young pal, Stuff, was played by George Offerman, 
Jr. 

Other Columbia serials of 1947 included “Brick Bradford’’ 
starring Kane Richmond and based or the newspaper comic 
strip by William Ritt and Clarence Gray which first appeared 
in August, 1933, “Тһе Sea Hound” starring Buster Crabbe 
which was based on the comic book, Captain Silver’s Log of 
The Sea Hound which first appeared in 1945, and *'Jack 
Armstrong" with John Hart. “Jack Armstrong’’ was best 
known, ot course, as a radio show but 13 issues of a Jack 
Armstrong comic book were published in the late forties. 

1948 saw Columbia bring one of the great comic book 
characters to the screen in ““Superman”” starring Kirk Alyn as 
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Superman, Noel Neill as Lois Lane, Tommy Bond as Jimmy 
Olson and Pierre Watkin as Perry White. ““Superman”” was 
based on the comic character created by Jerry Siegel and Joe 
Shuster which first appeared in Action Comics #1 (June, 
1938). 

Two years later, Superman was brought back for a second 
serial, this time entitled ““Atom Man VS. Superman.”” The 
casting of the four principal players was the same as in the 
first serial only this time, Superman battled his traditional 
enemy, Luthor, played by Lyle Talbot. In addition to Action 
Comics, Superman appeared in Superman Comics and 
World's Finest Comics. 

In 1948, Columbia also released “Тех Granger” starring 
Robert Kellard and based on the comic book character ap- 
pearing in Calling All Boys Comics and Tex Granger Comics, 
and ““Congo Bill”” starring Don McQuire, who first appeared 
in Action Comics #37 (June, 1941). 

Columbia's best serials of 1949 also centered around comic 
book characters, Batman and Robin” which was discussed 
earlier and ““Bruce Gentry” which starred Tom Neal and was 
based on the character appearing in Bruce Gentry comics. 

А 1950 Columbia serial, Cody of the Pony Express“ star- 
ring Jock Mahoney was the subject of a comic book of the 
same name. The comic stayed with the plot of the serial and 
included many of the cliffhangers. 

A 1951 Columbia serial, **Captain Video’’ starring Judd 
Holdren was based on the popular television show but six 
issues of a Captain Video comic book were published in the 


early fifties. 

1952 saw Columbia release King of the Congo” starring 
Buster Crabbe, based on the comic book character, Thunda, 
drawn by Frank Frazetta. And, somewhat sadly, in 1952, the 
last serial ever made to be based on a comic hero was released, 
““Blackhawk”” starring Kirk Alyn and based on Reed Cran- 
dall's comic book hero who first appeared in Military Comics 
#1 (August, 1941). 

“Spy Smasher” starring Kane Richmond, produced by 
Republic in 1942, was the second serial based on the exploits 
of a Fawcett Publications comic book hero. Like Captain 
Marvel, Spy Smasher also made his first appearance in the in- 
itial issue of Whiz Comics. The Spy Smasher also appeared in 
Spy Smasher Comics, America's Greatest Comics and All 
Hero Comics. 

The situation was reversed with ''Perils of Nyoka.’’ This 
1942 Republic serial starring Kay Aldridge became the basis 
of a Fawcett Publications comic book entitled Jungle Girl. 
Fawcett then continued the character as a comic book heroine 
appearing in Nyoka, the Jungle Girl Comics and Master 
Comics. 

1942 saw Universal release ‘‘Don Winslow of the Navy’’ 
starring Don Terry as Don Winslow and Walter Sande as his 
partner, Red Pennington. The serial was based on the Frank 
Martinek comic strip which began on March 5 1934. Beginn- 
ing in February, 1943, Don Winslow was to become another 
Fawcett Publications comic book hero with the advent of 
Don Winslow of the Navy Comics.

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AN INTERVIEW WITH DUNCAN RENALDO

Duncan & Bob Livingston — “Lone Ranger Rides Again.” 
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Duncan Renaldo is best known for his role of the “Cisco 
Kid,’’ but to serial fans, he is also remembered for his co- 
starring roles in many of Republic’s serials during its 
“Golden Аре.” Duncan was born in Spain but raised in 
Argentina where he learned to ride horses. He came to the 
United States due to a shipwreck; the ship he was working 
foundered. He got a job designing backgrounds for silent 
movies and some small parts. Soon he appeared in numerous 
silent movies and when sound films arrived, he starred with 
Harry Carey and Edwina Booth in MGM's famous TRADER 
HORN, the first sound movie actually filmed in Africa. Dur- 
ing the 1930's and 1940's, Duncan appeared in countless 
movies including Republic’s “Three Mesquiteers’’ series. 
Finally, he starred in a series of westerns as the ““Cisco Kid.”” 
The movies proved so popular that Duncan and the late Leo 
Carrillo filmed 156 TV episodes as ““Cisco”” and ““Pancho.”” 

I visited Duncan and his wife, Audrey, at their beautiful 
home in Santa Barbara and Duncan was kind enough to give 
me the following interview for SERIAL WORLD: 

SW: Before talking about your Republic serials, I notice 
you're listed in the cast of Columbia's first sound serial, 
JUNGLE MENACE starring Frank Buck. How did you get 
to Columbia? 

DR: All the studios were making pictures. | would go 
wherever I could get a part. Frank and I had made a picture 
together called TIGER FANGS, which we produced ourselves 
at the lion farm in Thousand Oaks. It was June Duprez's first 
picture in this country. We tried re-do TRADER HORN in 
Thousand Oaks but it turned out bad because Frank was sick 
and we had to take all his closeups at one time. It was such a 
dud. 

SW: Do you 
MENACE? 

DR: I had a small part; it wasn't anything really big. 
George Melford directed the part I played in. 

SW: How did you get to Republic?, 

DR. Mr. Yates was a good friend of mine and I went to see 
him. I wanted a job and he gave me one. I played in a lot of 
pictures of all kinds at Republic. One time they gave me a 
very unmanageable horse in a picture and I didn't know any 
different; I rode him. He behaved beautifully with me but he 
had thrown all the doubles and everybody. 

SW: It must have been your riding experience from Argen- 
tina. 

DR: Yes, evidently. So from then on, I was on horseback in 
every picture that I made there — with Gene Autry, Roy 
Rogers, the ““Three Mesquiteers,”” and all the serials. 

SW: How did you get in the ‘‘Three Mesquiteers'” series? 

DR: Yates at that time could not sell cowboy pictures to 
South America. We were discussing it and I said, ‘‘Why don't 
you put a Latin American character in one of these pictures 
and test it? Maybe it would be appealing to the people.“ So 
he said, Well, I have to change the cast in a series anyhow; 
we'll try it in that.”” I called my character ““Rico”” and devised 
his costume. I co-starred with Bob Livingston and Raymond 
Hatton in 8 of those pictures and they sold very well down 
south. 

SW: Noah Beery played ''Marsden,"' and the villain in 
ZORRO RIDES AGAIN. 

DR: He was one of the sweetest human beings alive. I used 
to write parts for him just to get him in a picture because he 
was such a wonderful guy to work with. He had a very deep 
imposing voice and played the most delightful villains. People 
liked him as the villain and forgot the star of the picture. 


remember anything about JUNGLE 
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SW: Richard Alexander played ''El Lobo.” 

DR: Dick was also a fine villain. He was a big man; I think 
he was 6'6" and weighed tremendous — I remember because 
he fell on top of me twice in the serial and almost squashed 
me! 

SW: Tom London and Edmund Cobb were also featured in 
ZORRO RIDES AGAIN. 

DR: Tom London and Edmund Cobb were standbys; they 
were dependable people and Yates loved that. If he found 
that a man did good work, he would go out of his way to 
make sure that he was at Republic. Yates did a lot for the in- 
dustry — more than anybody gives him credit. 

SW: Were you involved in any accident in ZORRO RIDES 
AGAIN? 

DR: No. I used to figure my stunts — the few I did — 
ahead of time so that no mistakes would be made. 

SW: ZORRO RIDES AGAIN was the first serial you did 
with both Bill Witney and Jack English directing. Can you tell 
me something about English? 

DR: I knew Jack since he started in the business. He was a 
good director. Jack was a marvelous student; he used to study 
every night. He'd go home and study the script and then he'd 
study scripts of other people who had done motion pictures. 
He was constantly studying — that was his main forte. 

SW: In ZORRO RIDES AGAIN you were called your own 
name ‘‘Renaldo’’ — why? 

DR: Well, Yates liked that. He said, ‘‘Why don’t you just 
use the guy's пате?” 

SW: You mean it was Yates' decision? 

DR: Oh yes. You see, the name was still very vibrant on ac- 
count of TRADER HORN. So they used the name as much as 
they could. Yates wanted me to use the name Renaldo in the 
“Three Mesquiteers“ and I wouldn't do it. I felt if you play 
characters and use you own name, by and by, it loses the 
characterization. 

SW: In THE LONE RANGER RIDES AGAIN, why did 
they use you as another sidekick of The Lone Ranger when 
they already had Tonto? 

DR: This was again done with the idea of adding a Latin 
American character so that Yates could sell the serial down in 
South America — that was the prime reason for it. 

SW: Can you tell me anything about Chief Thundercloud 
who played Tonto? 

DR: He was a terrific character. ] used to call him Chief 
Thundermug and he used to get madder than the dickens. He 
was a real Indian and was a very decisive kind of guy. He had 
a good sense of humor and we had a lot of fun with him. He 
played in quite a few pictures that I played in and 
Thundercloud was always there putting the Indian sign on 
things. One day Rex Lease said to me, ‘‘Duncan how did you 
make that barbecue sauce?”” ““Well, Rex,“ I said, ‘I put hot 
stones — so hot that they're almost red hot — inside of the 
fish and cooked it from the outside out.“ Rex said, ‘‘You 
did?” I said, Ves and then I put banana leaves around it.“ I 
made a big to-do and Thundercloud kept listening to us but 
never said a word. That was on a weekend and the next week 
when Thundercloud came to the studio, he had his hands ban- 
daged. He had tried to do what we were kidding about and 
had burned his hands. He said, ‘‘When my hands get well, 
I'm going to kill both of you!“ Later in the serial he had trou- 
ble holding on to the reins because his hands hurt him so. 

SW: Who did most of the stunts in THF LONE RANGER 
RIDES AGAIN? 

DR: Yak did a lot of the stunts; he was the man. But Dave 


Sharpe did stunts t00. Davey and I were very close together; 
we were compatible. I'll never forget when Davey and I broke 
all the scenery in a Cisco Kid picture. 

SW: But who did your stunts in THE LONE RANGER 
RIDES AGAIN? 


DR: Yak did the stunts for Bob Livingston but I did my - 


own stunts. I used to do all the crazy stunts that any man 
could imagine. 

SW: But wouldn't Yates be worried that you could get in- 
jured and wouldn't be able to complete your role? 

DR: No, he kind of trusted me. 

SW: Weren't you ever injured in a serial? 

DR: No but I finally did get injured in one of the Cisco Kid 
TV shows. A guy dropped a rock on my head from 75 feet 
high and broke my neck. I was out of business there for about 
9 months. They had to use closeups of me that they'd cut in 
here and there. The bad man was supposed to roll a rock but 
instead of that, he threw it and it cleared the brush. I was 
about 75 feet below in a canyon and never heard it and it 
came right on my head. I saw all kinds of stars when it hit me. 

SW: So that was your only bad accident? 

DR: I was very lucky but I did have one other accident in a 
picture but I don't remember the title. The camera truck skid- 
ded on top of me and my horse and I went over a barbed wire 
fence. I broke my ankles and the horse, a wonderful 3 year 
old Morgan I owned, broke both of his legs. It was quite a 
spill and I felt so badly about the horse because I loved him. 

SW: Now let's talk about KING OF THE TEXAS 
RANGERS. I've read that Slingin’ Sammy Baugh gives you 
tremendous credit and says you actually directed him more 
than Bill Witney and Jack English. 

DR: I liked Sammy very much and went out of my way to

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help him; he was so green. My approach to motion pictures 
was simplicity and 1 tried to get him to be absolutely natural 
and not try to act. Neither Jack or Billy could do that with 
him; they didn't have the time nor did they have the capacity 
to do that. I'm a very patient man and I taught Sammy every 
possible corner — well, I directed him really. And Billy used 
to let me. He said. Duncan, here we go.” I'd sit there and 
direct him and then step right into the scene and play the rest 
of it. 

SW: The first Republic serial you made was THE 
PAINTED STALLION in 1937. 

DR: I played ““Zamorro”” and his costume was very similar 
to that of the Cisco Kid.“ That's because I designed the 
costumes myself. ““Zamorro”” was a bad man in the serial. 

SW: That's unusual. In most pictures you played the hero's 
best friend. 

DR: That's right. I used to strive to play good characters 
because I thought that kids see these pictures. I didn't want to 
play bad men but now and then, I had to. 

SW: Where did you film THE PAINTED STALLION? 

DR: We went on location in St. George, Utah. In those 
days Republic spent quite a bit of money and made good pic- 
tures. THE PAINTED STALLION had a lot of production 
value. We had a scene in which we were surrounded by In- 
dians and were shooting at them. They were paying the In- 
dians $10.00 a piece if they fell off their horses and had 
designated which ones should do it. Well, the first shot was 
fired and they all fell off their horses. So they all got $10.00 
because they had fallen. It would have broken the picture if 
that had kept on.

SW: Crash Corrigan was the star of the serial. Did most 
people call him Crash or Ray? 

DR: We used to call him Ray. He had started out in a Tar- 
zan picture swinging off of trees. 

SW: Cowboy great Hoot Gibson was also in it. 

DR: Hoot was a wonderful man. He didn’t appear in many 
serials. 

SW: And LeRoy Mason, as usual, played a villain. 

DR: LeRoy was quite a star for a while in the silent days. 
He was a good leading man. I played in a couple silent pic- 
tures with him. 

SW: I notice that Yakima Canutt was also in the cast. 

DR: Yak was a wonderful stuntman — the greatest. He put 
the action in Republic's pictures. 

SW: Who did your stunts in THE PAINTED STALLION? 

DR: I didn't have a stuntman. I did my own stunts in it. 
Yak did stunts for Crash Corrigan and he also doubled for 
Hoot Gibson and LeRoy Mason. Yak was really busy; he was 
changing wardrobes every 5 minutes. 

SW: Charles King was also 
STALLION. 

DR: Charlie was terrific. He was one of the most fantastic 
characters we ever had in the motion picture business. 

SW: John Hart told me that Charlie drank a little. 

DR: Yes he did. That's what kept him down — people were 
afraid of him — but he never held a production up. I took him 
with me to the Mormon Church in St. George while we were 
making THE PAINTED STALLION. They noticed he was 
kind of intoxicated, so they put us with the old people 
upstairs and he promptly fell asleep. The preacher was saying 
something about polygamy and Charlie woke up right in the 
middle of it and said, ‘‘Oh, that was a wonderful thing. To 
abandon a thing like that was a terrible crime.”” 

SW: Did he say it loud enough that people could hear him? 

DR: Everybody heard it. There were only about 16 people 
in the room. The preacher had eyeglasses on the end of his 
nose and looked over at him. He said, ‘‘Please sit down quiet- 
ly.” Charlie sat down and I nudged him and said, Charlie, 
stop talking, will you?’’ He said, “ОКау, Duncan, okay.”” 
With that he fell asleep again. Soon the preacher said 
something else about Brigham Young and all his wives and 
Charlie came right up again and said, As I told you, it was a 
crime to abandon a thing like polygamy; it was a part of the 
history of the United States.“ Then a young man came to us 
and said, ““Would you come with те?” He put us in an 
elevator that went all the way down to the street. I said, 
“Charlie, you put us out of the Mormon Church." It was 
raining cats and dogs and there was red clay all around there. 
Just as we hit the sidewalk, a car came by and hit a puddle 
and covered Charlie with red clay from head to foot! I said, 
“You see, it serves you right; you got punished." What a 
wonderful guy Charlie was. He was a delightful man with a 
tremendous sense of humor. He had a lot of talent. If it 
hadn't been for the bottle, Charlie would have been one of 
the big stars of the business. 

SW: In later years he put on some weight. 

DR: Well of course, drinking like he did, he would put 
weight on. 

SW: I understand that William Witney replaced Ray Taylor 
as one of the 2 directors of THE PAINTED STALLION. 

DR: Ray's personality was incompatible with Crash Cor- 
rigan's; they didn't get along. Ray was a very fine dirctor who 
knew the serial business better than anybody because he had 
directed Pearl White and all that stuff. He wanted a different 
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kind of a thing and the producer was fighting with him and 
first thing I knew, they made Billy Witney the director. Billy 
was just a youngster and let us do anything we wanted. He 
became a very good director and I was in an awful lot of pic- 
tures he directed at Republic. Alan James directed the second 
unit on THE PAINTED STALLION. 

SW: Were you injured while filming THE PAINTED 
STALLION? 

DR: No but one Indian was. You see, an Indian had put a 
pebble in his gun and dropped it. The gun went off and hurt 
another Indian; the pebble went in his arm. 

SW: The next serial you did was ZORRO RIDES AGAIN 
starring John Carroll. 

DR: Johnny was such a wonderful guy. He had a tremen- 
dous voice and should have become a big star. You know, | 
used to own the rights to the ““Zorro”” series from Johnston 
McCulley. But Johnston needed money and I said, ‘‘All right, 
take it back and sell it wherever you can."' So he sold it to 
Republic and they made several serials out of it. I played 
Zorro's uncle in ZORRO RIDES AGAIN. I was a young man 
but made myself look old. In those days I used to do my own 
makeup. I learned makeup from Lon Chaney and Ernest Tor- 
rance many years before and so I transformed myself to an 
old man of 70 or 80. Even my wrinkles looked natural; they 
were painted on. When they were casting FOR WHOM THE 
BELL TOLLS at Paramount, the casting director wouldn't 
even see me because he said he needed a young man for the 
part of Lieutenant Berendo. He said, ''Renaldo is an old 
man,” but Sam Wood, the director, said, For God sakes, 
you've got the wrong guy. Duncan is a young man. See him at 
least.“ Finally, he saw me and after I walked in he said, 
** You're not Duncan Renaldo, are you?” I said, Ves l am.” 
He said, ‘‘For God's sakes, | saw ZORRO RIDES AGAIN 
and you played an old man in it and I thought that's the way 
you were.“ 

SW: My favorite villain, Roy Barcroft, was also in KING 
OF THE TEXAS RANGERS. How was he on the set? 

DR: Roy was a very nice person and had a wonderful sense 
of humor. We used to play practical jokes on everybody — 
particularly new people who came in — and Roy always join- 
ed in on that. We used to really raise the dickens with these 
poor people but we never played anything on Sammy because 
we all liked him. You know, Roy was a very wonderful heavy. 
He played good bad men and was probably one of the 
sweetest, kindest men I have ever known; a beautiful person. 
They put Roy and me together in a John Wayne picture called 
THE FIGHTING SEABEES. I was supposed to play a Latin 
American character who was a seabee and Roy was also a 
seabee and we sat playing cards for 11 weeks. It was a bit; you 
can see Roy and myself in a couple of those scenes and that's 
about all. But we got paid all those weeks, played cards, and 
had the time of our lives. 

SW: One of Roy's best friends, Kenne Duncan, was also in 
KING OF THE TEXAS RANGERS. 

DR: They were very close friends. Kenne was a very serious 
actor. 

SW: I think Roy was more lighthearted. 

DR: That's right. Kenne was strictly playing the part, no 
matter what. 

SW: You were also in Zane Gray's KING OF THE MOUN- 
TIES. 

DR: I only played a small part in that serial; | was a French- 
Canadian. 

SW: In SECRET SERVICE IN DARKEST AFRICA you 
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played Pierre LaSalle. How come they made you play a 
French character? 

DR: I speak French, so they let me play a French customs 
officer. 

SW: How was Rod Cameron to work with? 

DR: Very good; he's a very nice person. He's so tall; 67” I 
think. 

SW: Spencer Bennet directed SECRET SERVICE IN 
DARKEST AFRICA. 

DR: He was one of the early serial directors in the motion 
picture business. Spencer Bennet was the man who directed 
most of PERILS OF PAULINE and many of the early serials 
that were made in this country. He was a real pro; a very fine 
director. 

SW: In 1944 you made your final Republic serial, THE 
TIGER WOMAN. 1 have heard various stories about Allan 
Lane, the star of the serial. How was he to work with? 

DR: Allan wasn't too sweet but 1 got along with him fine. 
He used to be so damned tempermental at times and he was 
stubborn. I kept telling him, ‘‘Allan, for God sakes, you're 
going to break your neck. You're not a stuntman; you don't 
know how to fall off a horse.“ I remember once early in the 
morning, he was riding and it was very slick — you know, 
with dew on the grass — and his scene did not call for him to 
come in galloping. He was supposed to ride to the front of the 
cabin. Instead of that, he had to come in galloping; he had to 
show off. So he came in like lightning and his horse slipped 
and down they went. Oh brother, did he get hurt. He was 
aching from then on and everybody said, Bravo!“ 

SW: Linda Stirling played the Tiger Woman.” 

DR: They tried to make her the queen of the serials — like 
Pearl White had been in the silent days. Linda was an active 
person; quite a gymnast. She was a nice girl and we used to 
kid the tar out of her. 

SW: Why did they let the Tiger Woman” wear a leopard 
outfit? 


DR: Well, it was a leopard but nobody cared. The tiger 
stripes were too big for her, so they took a leopard. 

SW: Where were ZORRO RIDES AGAIN, THE LONE 
RANGER RIDES AGAIN, and KING OF THE TEXAS 
RANGERS filmed? 

DR: At Iverson’s Ranch; most of our serials were filmed 
there. 

SW: What about SECRET SERVICE IN DARKEST 
AFRICA? 

DR: Well, we went to Iverson’s too, but we also had sets on 
the Republic lot; they built mountains in there for the serial. 

SW: Was THE TIGER WOMAN also filmed at Iverson's 
Ranch? 

DR: Yes, the whole thing was done there. 

SW: Did you enjoy acting in serials? 

DR: I loved them because they were full of action. That's 
what made Republic; that's how they made their biggest 
money. Of course, Mr. Yates owned Consolidated 
Laboratories, so he made plenty out of that. Thus, he could 
afford to spend on his pictures. Serials and westerns were the 
backbone of Republic. 

SW: What kind of man was Herbert J. Yates? 

DR: He was a very interesting fellow. He chewed tobacco 
and when he talked to you he had a spittoon nearby. He was a 
very decisive person; he made his mind up and did things on 
the spur of the moment but he did it. He didn't vacillate 
around like these guys do nowadays; you know, take months 
and months to even discuss one little thing. Everybody said he 
was terrible because he'd foreclose on people who couldn't 
pay their bills, which he did, but if he didn't he would have 
been out of business. But he didn't foreclose on me. I owed 
him $19,000 one time for 3 pictures I had produced and he 
said, “You young whippersnapper, go out and sell them. 
Never mind about coming back here to me but when you do, 
bring a check with you.” He was very nice to me and we 
became very good friends after that because I went and gave 
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THE GAY AMIGO — A CISCO KID feature 


him a check for $19,625 — all that I owed him. I sold the pic- 
tures to Pathe — that’s all that I got — and turned over the 
check to him. He said. Now go out and make a living.“ 

SW: I wonder how it would have been if Republic had 
made a serial about the Cisco Kid starring you? 

DR: I wish Mr. Yates would have. I tried to get him to take 
the Cisco Kid but he didn’t want to. He said, ““Who the devil 
is going to pay attention to a foreign cowboy as the lead here 
in the United States?“ 

SW: So I guess you liked Republic Studios. 

DR: Oh I loved Republic. Republic was the nearest thing to 
our old days in motion pictures when we used to make silent 
pictures; full of action, busy all the time, and the main idea 
was to do the picture right. We were a very happy-going out- 
fit. Everybody liked everybody and everybody was doing the 
work because they liked it. That's why the serials were so 
darned successful. 

SW: Did you ever see any of your serials at a theater? 

DR: No, I never had the time. I was too busy making them. 
I used to work 7 days a week, so I watched the rushes. 

SW: Do you think they filmed serials too fast? 

DR: No. И was very good because you got a momentum 
and you kept it up. 

SW: And I imagine when you did the Cisco Kid TV series 
you also filmed it at a fast pace. 
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DR: Yes at a very fast pace. But I was used to a fast pace 
since I had played in so many action pictures. 

SW: What did you normally do between scenes while film- 
ing a serial? 

DR: I employed my time studying. | have always been in- 
terested in science and stuff like that, so I used to read a great 
deal. 

SW: Did you have trouble learning your lines? 

DR: Never. I used to adlib an awful lot. They liked it 
because it was impromptu; it was good; it was the essence of 
the dialogue. You can do so much better if you do your own 
dialogue rather than stuff that somebody else writes for you; 
it comes more natural that way. They liked it as long as you 
got the points across in the same space of time so that you 
didn't elongate the picture. I was a very fast study. I would 
read it only a couple times. 

SW: When did you learn your lines? 

DR: Just before a scene because immediately after that I'd 
forget them. 

SW: Which serial is your favorite of all the ones you made? 

DR: SECRET SERVICE IN DARKEST AFRICA is the 
one I like the best. I had a very interesting characterization of 
the Frenchman Pierre LaSalle. I like ZORRO RIDES AGAIN 
too because I worked hard on it as the old man.
